Town calls on ministry to 
fight for fair ebook prices 

The Town of Fort Erie is 
calling on the Ministry of 
Tourism, Culture and Sport 
to work with the federal and 
provincial governments to find 
a solution that will allow public 
libraries to purchase ebooks 
from publishers at a fair price. 

According to the Fort Erie 
Public Library's chief executive 
officer, Craig Shufelt, ebooks 
are “the fastest growing item" 


used among library patrons. 
The use of ebooks at the library 
has” increased 300 per cent 
since 2011." 

Shufelt said publishers have 
a different pricing structure for 
ebooks, which costs three to 
five times more than traditional 
hardcover books. Whereas a 
hardcover book will last five 
to 10 years, a licence to use 
an ebook will expire after 26 
circulations, or one to two 
years. 

Last week, Shufelt asked Fort 
Erie's councillors to "speak out 
formally” on the issue. 

"The purchasing power of 
libraries are hindered," Shufelt 
said. “The goal is to create a 
more stable pricing structure. 
There has to be a model that 
meets somewhere in the middle.”

The Town of Fort Erie’s 
manager of waste and 

staff received a called at 
5:30 a.m. from the Nia¬ 
gara Regional Police 
about the watermain 
break, which flooded the 
intersection. 

To give an idea of just 

gushing from the water- 
main, Boutin said the 
town typically uses 12.6 
million litres in a day but 
Saturday’s water useage 


was higher at 18.6 million 
litres, which is an increase 
of 6 million litres. 

“There was a lot of 
water but we proceeded 
as normal with the 
repairs,” Boutin said. 

During that time, a sec¬ 
ond watermain break 
occurred at Lavinia and 
Central Avenue. 

The water supply to 
homes on Gilmore Road, 
Central Avenue, and 
Lavinia Street were with¬ 
out water until midnight, 
while a crew repaired the 
water main breaks. 

Catherine Street was 
closed at Central Ave¬ 
nue on Monday so a crew 
could repair the road. 

“We were back there 
again today to put tem¬ 
porary asphalt down and 


cones were put in place to 
caution motorists.” 

The effected water- 
mains were older and 
breaks are "unfortunately 
the norm in the winter for 
older pipes,” Boutin said. 

“We have had two 
other smaller (water- 
main breaks) earlier in 
the month. So far, we are 
in better shape than in 
2015.” 

By this time last year, 
Boutin said there were 
a number of watermain 
breaks due to the colder 
weather. 

“The frost penetrations 

2015 at this time, provid¬ 
ing us with a little bit of 
relief.”

The Town of Fort Erie will be replacing the existing 
street lights with a substantially more energy efficient 
Light Emitting Diode (LED) street lights. In addition to 
consuming much less energy, LEDs produce a cleaner, 
whiter light that improves visual acuity and community 
safety. The beams of LEDs are also more directed than 
traditional street lights to light only the roadway, which 
helps reduce light pollution. 

The Town’s contractor, Dundas Power Line Ltd., plans 
to start installing the new LED lights January 18. 2016 . 
Work will begin in the Crystal Beach area and progress 
across the rest of the Town. Standard cobra head lights 
will be changed town wide first, followed by the decorative 
lights. There are approximately 3266 lights to be changed 
in all.

T he Syrian refugee 

movement has become

With so many sources of 
information available, it can 
be confusing to sift through 
and decide on what is true, 
what is partially true, and 
what is just not true at all. 

It is important in moments 
such as this to seek the truth 
above all else, just as it was 
during the Kosovo crisis or 
during the war in Vietnam 
that brought many people to 
Canada’s shores. Clarity and 
fact are needed to ensure 
that misinformation does 
not lead to anger, discon¬ 
tent, or an unwillingness to 
accept or help those who are 
seeking refuge in our nation. 

According to the 
Government of Canada web¬ 
site, government assisted 
refugees are Convention 
Refugees Abroad whose ini¬ 
tial resettlement in Canada 
is entirely supported by 
the government of Canada 
or Quebec. This support 
is delivered by citizenship 
and immigration Canada- 
supported non-governmen¬ 
tal agencies. Support can 
last up to one year from the 
date of arrival in Canada, 
or until the refugee is able 
to support himself or her¬ 
self, whichever happens 
first. A Convention Refugee 
Abroad is someone who has 
been deemed a Convention 
Refugee but who is outside 
of Canada seeking resettle- 

be privately sponsored or 
assisted by the government. 
Privately sponsored refugees 
are Convention Refugees 

sored to come to Canada 
by Sponsorship Agreement 
Holders (religious orga¬ 
nizations, ethno-cultural 
groups, or humanitarian 


organizations), Constituent 
Groups, Groups of Five (five 
or more Canadian citizens 
or permanent residents over 
the age of 18), or commu¬ 
nity sponsors (organization 
located in the community 
in which the refugee would 
settle). Sponsorship includes 
providing things such as 
housing, food, clothing, 
resettlement assistance, 
location of employment and 
becoming self-supporting. 
Privately sponsored refu¬ 
gees are not entitled to any 
government income assis¬ 
tance during their period 
of sponsorship, as their 
income must be provided by 
their sponsors. Government 
assisted refugees may 
access the Resettlement 
Assistance Program if they 
do not have their own 

or resources and may only 
access this program for one 
year. Contrasting what some 
social media postings say, 
government assisted refu¬ 
gees and others who come 
to Canada seeking to make 
a refugee claim are only 
entitled to the same social 
assistance rates as everyone 
else and those are based on 
family size and may include 
a one time set up allowance. 
The estimated average cost 
for a privately sponsored 
refugee being supported 
by a Group of Five, accord¬ 
ing to the Citizenship and 
Immigration Settlement Plan 
and Financial Assessment is 
approximately $12, 600 for 
one year and the estimated 
cost of sponsorship for a 
family of four is approxi¬ 
mately $27, 000. 

There are many great tools 
and resources available to 
find out the true facts about 

sponsored refugees, the 
Syrian refugee crisis, and 
what our country is doing to 
help them. The Government 
of Canada (www.canada. 
ca) and Citizenship and 


ways you can choose to help 
sponsor a refugee. Highly 
reputable non-governmental 
resources such as the Ontario 
Council of Agencies Serving 
Immigrants (www.ocasi.org) 
and the Canadian Council 
for Refugees (www.ccrweb. 
ca) will also provide facts and 
on the ground information 
about what is truly being 
done to support and provide 
for those seeking refuge in 
Canada. Locally, the Fort Erie 
Multicultural Centre (www. 
firststepsincanada.com), 
located at 52 Jarvis St., has 
partnered with the Niagara 
Folk Arts Council (www. 
folk-arts.ca) in St. Catharines 
to provide information, vol¬ 
unteer opportunities, and 
conversations about what 
our community can and 
will be doing to help Syrian 
individuals and families who 
come to live in our area. With 
Hamilton being a city desig¬ 
nated as a reception centre, 
the Niagara area will be a 
destination for resettlement 
and the chance for Syrian 
families to experience a 
warm Canadian welcome. 

As you watch or read the 

media, or personally encoun¬ 
ter someone from another 
country who came to Canada 
as a refugee, take the time 
to inform yourself of the 
facts; facts are indisputable 
and will give you a sound 
perspective on what many 
people are facing across the 
globe. Consider sponsorship 
with your friends, family, or 

volunteering in the com¬ 
munity at our local refugee 
shelters or the Fort Erie 
Multicultural Centre. If we 
choose to seek the truth and 
allow the needs of others to 
be met with what we have to 
give, our nation and commu¬ 
nities will become that much 
stronger.
